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THE TRAGIC CASE OF RAFFAELLE MORELLO. 

Raffaelie Morello of New Jersey, an Italian who has 
just served eight years in prison for a crime he did 
not commit, now faces deportation under our immi- 
gration laws. Morello, a poor and ignorant man. 
who knew no English and spoke a peculiar Italian 
dialect which was misinterpreted at his trial, was 
convicted for killing his wife. Having spent his davs 
in prison learning English, he was able to convince 
the authorities that he was innocent, and he was ac- 
cordingly released on parole from his life sentence. 

Upon leaving the prison he was rearrested by the 
immigration authorities and held for deportation pro- 
ceedings. This legal cruelty. superimposed upon a 
fearful and tragic error of the courts, is explained by 
a provision of the immigration law which makes it 
mandatory upon the immigration authorities, so they 
say, to ship Morello out of the country. The law says 
that any man shall be deported who has been “sen- 
tenced to a prison term of one year or more because 
of conviction in this country of a crime involving 
moral turpitude, committed within five years after 
his entry into the country.” 

“Apparently, the only loophole for Morello is to be 
pardoned by the Governor of New Jersey. But even 
assuming that an ex-convict, penniless and without 
influence, could obtain a pardon, the acceptance of 
it would be an acknowledgment of his guilt. So the 
wheeis of the law grind on, utterly unimpressed by 
the dictates of humanity and justice.

Adaptable Women.

as today—is one of the out- 
standing impressions derived 
from “Some American Ladies.” 


which is published by G. P. Put- 
nams Sons. The American wom- 
an’s splendid success as a wife, 
when she applies herself thor- 
oughly to the job, 1s another con- 
clusion forced upon the reader. 
Mr finnegerode frankly 4s- 
cribes re-election of more 
than one of the early Presidents 
to his wife. There is a third re- 
fiection which must occur to 
many women who read the book 
that the founding fathers 
ranked higher as patriots than as 
husbands!
